It has since 
won for him the title of the “Bald Eagle, 
though the difference between Stokes and 
the “Bird of Liberty” may be measured by 
the difference between the metaphor and 
the actual bird, for though no one wil! de- 
ny that Stokes was the “Bird of Liberty,” 
ere are people who will be ill-natured 
enough to suggest the substitution of the 
buzzard for the eagle in order to verify the 
truth of the saying. Be this as it may, 
Stokes thrived on Etheridge’s stuffing as 
Sinbad thrived on rice and ofl. He grew 
squarer and squarer, and rosier and rosier, 
as long as that Congress continued in see 
sion, when he returned to Tennessee. 

It was now 1861. The war was come 
upon us. And what did William the Con- 
querer—this valorous champion of “the 
Constitution, the Union, and the laws 
this friend of his country, his whole coun- 
try, and nothing but his country—this pa- 
triot and protege of Etheridge—what did 
he do? Did he follow his preceptor into 
the cause of the Union? Did he stand by 
Andy Johnson’s side and hold up the hem 
of A. J.’s garment? Not at all. He went 
back to the cedar snags of Liberty and 
took his powerful pen and wrote a letter— 
since grown notable as the “Dunean letter” 
—to a friend ot his in Warren county, and 
in this letter, which we need not reprint in 
fall, he spoke of his loyal devotion to the 
Scuth, and he feared, he said, that his fe- 
alty might be questioned, and desired that 
it should be made known among his friends 
that he would resist the encroachments of 
“Lincoln’s hirelings to the death.” Aye, 
that he would; and he began to organize a 
Confederate regiment at once; but as his 
movements were necessatily, a little dila-

| tory, he bade others, who were not so 


pressed, to go forward in the noble work. 


| He subscribed handsomely and exhorted 


eloquently. 


1861 passed quickly by. 
1862 was going out. In February Nash- 
ville fell. Buell, backed by a Federal ar- 
my, arrived. Andy Johnson, with a pro- 
clamation, came. Away in July—when 
the new order of things began to be 
assured—Stokes mounted his critter and 
rode down to the State capital He was a 
patriot again. He had a negro boy with 
him whom he desired to cell, and, leaving 
this boy with Captain Haynes, who kept a 
“pen” on Cherry street, he burned for his 
county, and, as an evidence ot the fact, got 
together all the loose material he could 
find and called them “Stokes’ cavalry.’ 
There were some good men among them, 
who fell into discredit, while Stokes’ influ- 
ence prevaſſed over the rest. They were 
active for thres years within the Federal 
lines, led by Stokes. They could rob a 
hen-roost or knock an old woman in the 
head with surprising agility at Stokes’ com- 
mand. But only two events of note are 
mentioned of their career. One was an at- 
tack made on Stokes by a gallant fellow 
whom he tried to disgrace, when—to quote 
the language of the day—“he bellowed like 
a steer.” The other was Dick McCann’s 
request 
him “to remove the women and ¢hildren, 
and Stokes’ cavalry, as he was going to 
carry the city by assault.” 

Was it strange that Stokes should turn 
up a blazing radical under the Brownlow 
dispensation? Does anybody wonder that 
he got back into Congress and swallowed 
the iron-clad oath without choking? A 
couple of years ago he followed Etheridze 
in his canvass, and Etheridge skinned him 
every day, and Stokes was happy. Ether- 
idge called him his sweet William,” and 
said he was carrying him about to exhibit 
him. Subsequently he tried to beat Brown- 
low out of the Senate, but failed, and the rest 
is familiar to the public. He- is now an 
independent radical candidate tor Governor 
ot Tennessee. His platform is three shades 
blacker than the blackest black republican- 
ism—so bad indeed that Brownlow can’t 
stand it—and, though he wabbles some- 
what, his main reliance is on the negroes 
and such brute force ashe can bring to 
bear upon a law-abiding people, who 
yearn for nothing so much as they yearn 
for peace. 

Such is the history of Stokes. It has, as 
the reader will observe, its eomical aspect, 
and comicality is not often destitute of a 
certain geniality; but in this instance the 
comical and the genial are lost in a world 
of selfishness, impudence, and malignity. 
Here is a bully who sets himself forward 
as a heio; a laggard who cla! ns the honors 
of war; a charlatan who presends to state- 
craft; a mere accicent and make-believe 
who would have strangers consider him a 
patciot. He began his career as a cheat. 
He has been a life-long, professional 
sham. And this is the man who dares to 
look heaven in the face and lecture the 
people of Tennessee about loyalty, 
with the assurance of a Murrill and the 
volubility of a Live-forever Jones. He 
would restore the franchise to the people 
when they obey the laws. Hé would sym- 
pathize with the people if they were peace- 
able and orderly. This alternate jockey 
and preacher—this henchman of Ether- 
idge—this apostate rebel—this traitor in 
embryo and valiant in buckram—this low- 
browed, square cut piratical craft, with a 
flag for all countries and a hand for every- 
thing but a fray—is he not a lovely sampie 
of Republican statesmanship? Do you not 
admire him reader? Is he not your beau 
jdeal of a Governor? Senter is certainly 
not too fine a piece of cutlery; but Stokes 
—the fellow whose chief distinction comes 
from having given his name to Stokes 
cavalry”—will he not grace the robes of 
office and illuminate the halls of the capi- 
tol of Tennessee?
